December 9, 1953 
To the Citizens of Albany. 

For several yeats, we—like many 
other citizens of the City of Al- 
bany—have been awate of the fact 
that the city-owned buildings are 
inadequate: They do not conform 
with present accepted standards 
and are antiquated to such an ex- 
tent that any major remodeling! 
that would be necessary to im- 
prove them would be a waste of 
money. We would like to take this 
opportunity to bricily discuss this 
situation with you so that you may 
fully understand the problems in- 
volved. 

The present City Hall located at 
1045 Solano Avenue was built in| 
1915 when our population was ap- 
proximately 1500 people, The cen-| 
sus for the year 1950 showed 17,- 
590 people living in our City Bay, 
today, after the continuous influx | 
of people into our State, we have | 
probably reached a population of | 
approximately. 19,000. | 

lt is certainly understandable | 
why the City Hall, built 38 years | 
ago for 1500 people would be in- | 
adequate in serving a city whose | 
population is now 12 times that 
number. Today, lack of proper of- 
fice spece antiquated facilitics and 





| inadequate storage space for rec- 


ords, ete.. are a few of the many | 
reasons why something must be 
done. 

The Fire House located at 801 


| San Pablo was built to house 8 men 


while today a petsonuel of 20 men | 
share these same cramped quarters. | 
The building was condemned sev- 
eral years ago as being unsafe. 
The Police Department located | 


j at 805 Ssn Pablo is a converted | 


dwelling which was moved to the | 
present Jocation several years ago. 
Both the Police Department and

In an effort to find a solution for 
this problem, we have for a long 
period of time seriously and con- 
scientiously entered into discussions | 
with the Planning Commission, in- | 
dividuals and interested groups. | 





| Finally, during the budget meetings 


which were held in June and July) 
ef this year, we were happy to find | 
that we would be able to set aside 
$35,000 to be used for the purchase 
of a site for a Civic Center without | 
any increase in the tax rate. This| 
aclion was approved by all mem-| 
bers of the City Council. | 

Mr. George Hoyt, a member of 
the Albany Planning Commission, | 


| was asked to make a survey of the} 
| City of Albany for a suitable loca- 


tion. Mr. Hoyt is a professional ap- | 
praiser with many years of experi-| 


| ence in the Bay Area. The Albany | 


:lanning Commission was also 
asked for their recommendations. 

Aiter a vety thorough survey of 
the City and many discussions with 


| other specialists in the field, Mr. 


Hoyt, in a letter to the City Coun- 
cil dated October 26, 1953, recom- 
mended a site located at the north 
east corner of Solano and Evelyn 
Avenues. The Albany Planning 
Commission unanimously recom- 
mended the same site. The major | 
reasons for the selection of this site 


| are as follows: 


(1) It is approximately the geo- | 


| graphical center of Albany. 


(2) It is the only suitable vacant | 
land obtainable and thereby would | 
cost the least money, 

(3) All City departments could 


| eventually be located in this cen- 


tralized location. 

(4) I would remove the Fire and | 
Police Departments from San Pablo | 
which, as you know, has a very 
heavy tratfic condition. 

(5) The City now owns 10,000 
square feet of property at 850 Ma-| 
sonic Avenue now being used by| 
the Recreation Department and 
Pre-school. This property is direct- | 
ly adjacent to the proposed site. | 

It is our intention to budget ad- | 
ditional money, if available, at next 
year’s budget meetings. This money | 
would be used to purchase nearby | 
additional property as needed. In| 
this manner sufficient space would | 
be acquired for a modern and ade- | 
quate Civic Center, Our present | 
plans do not include the purchase 
of any property which is already 
built upon. Later, the building pro- 
gram would be started. 

When the planned building pro- 
gram gets under way, then the 
property now being used by the 
Fire Department, Police Depart- 
ment and the City Hall could be 
scld for a considerable sum and 
tuis money applied to the cost of 
the building program, Also, the 
property now in use by. the above 
mentioned department would be 
placed back on the tax rolls. 


With these*.facts in mind, the 


City Council, at a recent meeting, | 


initiated the purchase of a single 
plot of land consisting of 6 lots, 
each measuring approximately 25 
ft. x 100 ft. on the north east cor- 
ner vf Solano and Evelyn Avenues.
